COMMITTMENT TO PURSUE AN ACTIVE POLICY IN SOUTHERN

SCHWEID THEN DISCUSSED SITUATION IN RHODESIA WHERE TWO

THIS REPORTER IS JUST BACK EROM VENEZUELA. THE 
TRADITIONAL LATIN WARMTH AND COURTESY TOWARD THE 
INDIVIDUAL VISITOR STILL PREVAILS. LATIN AMERICANS 
GENERALLY SOLVE THE PROBLEM OE PRIVATE LIVING WITH MORE 
UNCLASSIEIED 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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GRACE AND WISDOM THAN WE. THE PROBLEM OE PUBLIC, 

COLLECTIVE LIVING, THE POLITICAL PROBLEM, IS SOMETHING 
ELSE. IN ONLY ABOUT A HALF DOZEN LATIN LANDS ARE PUBLIC 
INSTITUTIONS, INCLUDING THE PRESS, MORE FREE THAN UNFREE. 

BUT IN ALL THOSE SOCIETIES, OPEN OR CLOSED, THE LOVE-HATE 
RELATIONSHIP WITH THE U.S. CONTINUES. IT IS A WAY OF LIFE 
FOR POLITICIANS AND INTELLECTUALS. COMPLAINTS ABOUT THE 
U.S. ARE RITUALISTIC NECESSITY LIKE OBEISANCE TO THE NAME 
OF BOLIVAR. IT IS ONE OE THIS CENTURY'S MOST EERIE 
PSYCHOLOGICAL PHENOMENA THAT SCORES OF NATIONS, HOWEVER 
RICH AND ANCIENT THEIR OWN CULTURES, CRAVE THE ATTENTION, 

NOT JUST OUR AID, THE ATTENTION OF THE UNITED STATES, 

EVEN AS THEY SCORN SO MANY THINGS ABOUT NORTH AMERICAN LIFE.
